Legislature shall enact restrictions and con- 
trol. What are net proceeds?’’ What kind of re- 
strictions would you expect from the Legis- 
lature? 

Mr. Kara says that it is ‘‘reported in the 
press this month in Bayonne, and Columbia 
Park, North Bergen, that husbands had to plead 
that games be closed because wives were spend- 
ing time that should have been devoted to home 
obligations, and money that should have gone to 
meet household expenses.”’ 

Promises by candidates that ‘‘ample safe- 
guards’’ will be provided are made to secure 
votes of the gullible. They cannot be fulfilled. 

The Chicago Daily News, August 16, 1951: 
‘*Cardinal Stritch has ordered bingo and other 
gambling stopped in the Chicago area at car- 
nivals and other benefit parties of Catholic 
Churches.’’ ‘‘Parish committees, it was also 
learned, have been told the sale of liquor, 
beer, or wine will not be permitted at church 
affairs.’"’ Cardinal Stritch’s communication 
said ‘‘that all gambling at benefit programs is 
condemned. ”’

FLORIDA

County recently enacted an ordinance giving 
wiskey saloons the right to keep open for a 
part of Sunday. Such a protest arose from the 
moral and religious forces of the county that 
the ordinance was repealed in less than a week.”’ 


THEY MEAN BUSINESS 


In South Carolina the Churches oppose the 
Liquor Crowd through the Christian Action 
Council. The Baptist State Convention Budgets 
$3,000. for the Council, and encourages local 
Baptist Churches to give offerings. 175 Church- 
es gave $6,000. 

The South Carolina Methodist Conference 
allocates $5,000 per year to the Christian Act- 
ion Council and promotes in local Congregat- 
ions a special offering for temperance, on Com- 
mitment Day. Last year these produced $4,900, 
of which $2,500 was designated to the Council. 

The Presbyterian Synod of South Carolina 
placed the Council in its budget for $1,000.
